No. 1725-L. S. G. R.— In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses ( g ), ( h ) 
and '(i) of sub-section (2) of section 16 of the Ranchi Mental Hospital Act, 1922 (XIII 
of 1922), the Government of Bihar and Orissa in the Ministry of Local Self-Government 
are pleased to make the following rules : — 

Short Title. 

1. These rules may be called the Ranchi Mental Hospital Officers and Servants 
Rules, 1922. 

Definitions. 

2. Unless there be something repugnant in the context the terms defined below 
are used in the rules in the sense here explained: — 

(1) Compensatory allowance means an allowance granted to meet personal expen- 
diture necessitated by the special circumstances in which duty is performed. It in- 
cludes a travelling allowance. 

(2) Pay means the amount drawn monthly by an officer or servant of the board as — 

( i ) the pay, othei than special pay or pay granted in view of his personal quali- 
fications, which has been sanctioned for a post held by him substantively 
or in an officiating capacity, or to which he is entitled by reason of his 
position in a cadre, and 

(it) overseas pay, technical pay, special pay and personal pay, and 

(lit) any other emoluments which may be specially classed as pay by the Local 
Government. 

(3) Personal pay means additional pay granted to an officer or servant of the 
Board — 

(a) to save him from a loss of substantive pay due to a revision of pay or to any 
reduction of his substantive pay otherwise than as a disciplinary measure ; 
or 

(h) in exceptional circumstances, on other personal considerations. 

(4) Special pay means an addition of the nature of the pay to the emoluments of a 
post or of au officer or servant of the Board, granted in consideration of — 

(a) the specially arduous nature of the duties ; or 

(b) a specific addition to the work or responsibility. 

Appointments. 

3. The pay of any Government servant transferred to foreign service under the 
Board shall be fixed by the Local Government under which the Government servant 
transferred is serving, in accordance with the provisions of the Fundamental Rules 
framed by the Secretary of State .in Council under section 96-B of the Government of 
India Act. 

4. The previous sanction of , the Local Government is necessary to — 

(a) the creation of a permanent post on a maximum rate of pay exceeding Rs. 250 

a month or the increase of the maximum pay of a sanctioned post to an 
amount exceeding Rs. 250 a month; 

(b) the creation of a temporary post with pay exceeding Rs. 500 a month or the 

extension beyond a period of two years of a temporary post with a pay 
exceeding Rs. 250 a month; 

(c) the grant to any officer or servant of the Board of special pay or personal pay 

or of any compensatory allowance, other than travelling allowance granted 
under Rule 17 and grain compensation allowance granted under Rule 5 ; 

(d) any revision of pay of any class or grade of officers or servants of the Board. 

5. Grain compensation allowance may be granted to any servant of the Board at 
the rates fixed from time to time for Government servants of similar status serving in 
the district of Ranchi. 

6. With the previous approval of the Local Government the Board may delegate 
to the Managing Committee its own powers to sanction the creation of any posts, sub- 
ject to such conditions and limitations as it may consider necessary. 

7. (1) Subject to the provisions of Rule 3 the Board may fill any duly sanctioned 
post by the appointment of such person as it may think fit. 

(2) The Board may delegate the power of appointment under clause (1) to the 
Managing Committee, the Chairman or the Superintendent and may specify in the 
order or delegation that any appointment made by the Superintendent or the Chairman 
shall be subject to confirmation by the Managing Committee or by the Board and that 
any appointment made by the Managing Committee shall be subject to the confirmation 
by the Board. 


HE 
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8. The Board may dismiss any officer or servant of the Board, other than a Gov- 
ernment servant, or may delegate the power of dismissal to the Managing Committee, 
the Chairman or the Superintendent subject to such conditions as it may consider 
necessary. 

9. Every officer or servant of the Board against whom an order of dismissal is 
passed shall have the right of preferring one appeal, viz., to the authority immediately 
superior to the authority who pass the order, i.e., from an order of the Superintendent 
to the Chairman, from an order of the Chairman to the Managing Committee, from an 
order of the Managing Committee to the Board and from an order of the Board to the 
Local Government. 

10. No order of dismissal shall be passed upon any officer or servant of the Board 
without the preliminary of a departmental enquiiy conducted according to the rules 
framed for the conduct of such enquiries in the case of Government servants. 

11. The Board may suspend any officer or servant of the Board who is a Govern- 
ment servant or may delegate the power of suspension to the Managing Committee the 
Chairman or the Superintendent. As soon as any order of suspension is passed, a report 
shall be submitted to the Local Government. 

12. Any delegation made by the Board under Rules T, 8 or 11 shall be reported to 
the Local Government for information. 


Leave. 

Id. (1) In the absence of any special contract to the contrary the leave and leave 
allowances of all officers and servants of the Board shall be regulated by the rules from 
time to time applicable to persons of_ similar status serving under the Local Govern- 
ment. If any doubt arises as to the rules applicable to the case of any officer or servant 
of the Board, the question shall be referred to the Local Government whose decision 
shall be final. 

(2) Any person who previous to the transfer of the hospital to the Board has been 
in Government service shall be entitled to count his service under Government towards 
leave. 

14. The Boaid may grant leave in accordance with Rule 13 to any officer or servant 
of the Board or may delegate the power to grant leave to the Managing Committee, the 
Chairman or the Superintendent: 

Provided that if the officer or servant is also a Government servant the previous 
sanction of the Local Government shall be obtained. 

15. The Board may grant casual leave which should ordinarily not exceed ten days 
in any one calendar year to any officer or servant of the Board or may delegate the 
power to grant such leave to the Managing Committee, the Chairman or the Superinten- 
dent. 

16. The pay and the allowances of any officer or servant of the Board appointed to 
officiate in any post under the Board shall be regulated by the rules in force from time 
to time regulating the pay and allowances of Government servants officiating in posts 
under Government. 

Travelling Allowance. 

IT. The travelling allowance of officers or servants of the Board shall be fixed in 
accordance with the rules framed from time to time by the Local Government for re- 
gulating the travelling allowance of Government servants. 

18. The Board shali declare what authority shall be the controlling authority for 
travelling allowance purposes each officer or servant of the Board or of each class 
of officers or servants of the Board.
